St. Petersburg Hopeful For Peace. 

St, Petersburs, July 441—A distinct- 
ly hopeful view is expressed today by 
the Russlan press and in official circles 
in regard to the Batkan situation, Peace 
is regarded generally as Imminent on 
account of the erippling of the Bulgar- 
fan army and the severe losses sustain- 
fed by Servia. Tne Russian red cross 
society hdve decided not to send any 
detachments of doctors, nurses and 
ambulance men to the front. 

London, July 1{—All- the combat- 
ants in the new Balkan war, after. the 
recent enormous losses, seem ready to 
welcome an armistice for peace, but 
none ts yet credited with definite ad- 
vance toward this end except Bulgaria. 
That the latter appealed to Russia to 
arrange an apmistice is announced 50 
definitely from Paris and Vienna as to 
create general confidence in ils accur- 
acy. » 

Naws despatches from Paris receiv- 
ed here say the statement fs officially 
confirmed, Dut there is no direct news 
tehout it from St. Petersburg. The 
British foreign ofice professes ignor- 
ance of the matter and. there is noth- 
ing about jt from Soffa. 

According to the Paris version, Rurs- 
sia has acceded ‘to Bulgaria's appeal 
and will approach Servia and Greece 
immediately with a view to arranging 
an immediate truce, after which nego- 
tlations will begin for a permanent set- 
tlement, 

By Roumanla’s Action. 


Wile all the Balkan despatches as- 
sert that Bulgaria’ has been beaten to 
the knees by. tho Servian and Greek 
armies, the road ‘to Sofia Js declared 
now to-be open, and it 1s possible that 
Bulgarid's appeal to the Czar, assum- 
ing it to be ‘true, has- been prompted 
as much or more by Roumania's action 


The Roumanian mobilization has: ad- 
vanced far enough to enable that coun- 
try to move a large part of {ts army. 

According to reports from Vienna, a 
Roumantan detachment crossed — the 
Bulgarian frontier yesterday afternoon. 
Rumors;:that ) Roumanis sivas ayvaiting 
to. see, whether or’ not-ft would pay her 
etter’ to: attack Bilgana or‘the' Greeks 
and Servians, have now disappeared, 
and she seems content to use the 00- 
casion to wing from Bulgaria all the 
territory she claimed as a.reward for 
her neutrality during the \war between 
Turkey and the Balkans, but of which 
the arbitration at St. Petersburg gave 
her only a small part. 

A-report ofthe Prost at Bucharest 
telegraphs that Roumania’s mobliliza- 
tion will. be-completed’ tonight. She 
wl want four more days for ‘the. con- 
centration of troops and then ‘the pas- 
sage of the Danube will mark, a new 
chapter in the ‘history of southeastern 
Europe. ‘The Danube will be: crossed 
next week. 

There was an om{nous absence of 
any news from Sofia last night, but 
all dispalches from Servian and Greece 
sentres report fresh disasters to the 
Bulgarians. - 

The Servians and Greeks are sald 
to have Joined. forces at Radoviteh, 15 
miles from Istip, and are pursuing the 
Bulgarians. 

A whole. Bulgarian division under 
General Ivano#f. variously sald to num- 
her from 24,000 to 50,000 men, Is: re- 
ported to have been cut off by the vio- 
tory and to have surrendered en 
masse. This, as usual, needs confirma- 
tion. 

A Greek flect bombarded and captur- 
ed Kavala, and the Greeks north of 
Salonlki are reported to, be still ad- 
vaneing with great success and con- 
quering many guns. Strumitza fell to 
them yesterday. - : 

It $s reported from Belgrade that a 
great battle is*on at Kustendell, 15 
miles within the Bulgarian frontier, ond 
89 miles from Sofia. This Is also not 
confirmed, ay 

The king received many messages 
of congratulation, particularly from 
mussehnans, swho called the king the 
avenger of the many deeds committed 
by the Buigarians on thousands of in- 
nocent.

In his opening address, Mr.- Justice

Friday July 11, 1913, 


3CRAP BOOK TODAY 


—= 
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SEMI-CENTENARY OF NEW 
YORK’S “DRAFT RIOTS.” 


Half a century ago Leo and his army, 
defeated on Gertysburg 6 bloody field, 
were retreating, and. Vicksburg, with 
37,000 prisoners, was in the possession 
of General’ Grant, These victomes 
naturally caused great jubilation In the 
north, yet.there were many to whom 
the news brought sorrow rather than 
joy. These northern focs of the union 
wero enrolled In a secret society of 
southern “sympathizers called — tho 
Knights of the Golden Circle, which 
had local branches or ‘‘castles’’ fn both 
east and west, as Well as-in the south. 

Just 50 years ago today, July 14, 
4863, the western “knights ~held a 
meeting In Bpringfields, Ill., when It 
was regolyed to make the drafling of 
“all able-bodied made citizens of the 
United States, between the ages of 18 
end 45," as provided in the enrollment 
act, the occasion of revolution. In the 
west the “knights’’ decided to aid Mor- 
van, the confederate officer who was 
hen raiding Indiana and Ohio.

Jous trouble was expected, but the 
eleventh passed quietly, without ser- 
jous disturbances, he newspapers of 
the following morning published the 
names of the conscripts. Among 
them were many poor men, the sole 
supports of large families, and such 
men quite naturally lent a sympathetic 
car to the appeals of the “knights,” of 
whom there were said to be $0,000 in 
New York. The first conscription 
took place on Saturday, and the work- 
jngmen had Sunday to think ft over, 
und to listen to the anti-Union agila- 
tors. On Monday various processions 
of laborthgy men and “Inights’? marched 
to the place of conscription, The place 
was attacked and fired, and the flames 
wiped out the entire block. 

There were ho troops at hand, and 

the city was in the power of the mob, 
The incendiaries, now increased ten- 
fold, began plundering and slaying. 
Private residences were looted, clili- 
zens were mallrealed, and some tor- 
tured to death. New York was In the 
throes ofa relgn of terror, fifty mart 
jnes bravely. charged the mob, but 
were overpowered by the force of 
numbers, and became the objects of 
the cruel sport of the rioters. The 
police Were dealt with in the same 
way, 
“Down with the niggers!” was jeard 
ali over the cily, and the colored peo- 
ple were marked out for especially 
brutal treatment. Black women svere 
stripped cf their clothes. and subjected 
to the grossest! treatment... ‘The :Col+ 
ored Orphan asylum was burned and 
the children turned into the streets. 
“to hell wilh the Union!” and ‘“Hur- 
rah for Jeff Davis and Leel” were 
other battle cries of the rioters, 

Militia from Pennsylvania were has- 
tened to the city and aided the police 
in restoring order. During the three 
days of the terrible orgy nearly 1,000 
people were killed or wounded, and 
property worth $23000,000 destroyed, 
Jn the following month the draft was 
‘resumed and completed without fur- 
ther trouble.

FIRST. THINGS. | 


The first successful sewing machine 
was the invention of Elias Howe, who 
was born at Spencer, Mass., © ninety- 
four years ago today. After a meager 
country school education he became a 
mechanic, and he was only a youth 
when he began his efforts to invent a 
method-of sewing by machine. English, 
French and American inyentors heli 
similar ambitions, but thelr 
were not successful. A machine thal 
Would really sew was completed by 
Howe {in 1845 and pattented the follow- 
ing year, For years he sought, both 
‘In America and. England, to, bring his 
machine to public: attention. ‘In- -the 
meantime others ‘began the manufac- 
ture of. machines, and Howe was forced 
to appeal to the courls. In 1854 he 
attained success In his legal battle, and 
bulit-a factory with.a capacity of 100 
machines a day at Bridgeport, Conn, 
Royalties from his invention made him 
a multi-millionalre’ before he died in 
4867. Plans for honoring Howe on the 
occasion of the centenary of his birth, 
six. years hence, are already being con- 
sidered, >

Since 1909, when the first reports 
appeared of the Pittsburgh Survey, the 
first undertaking of the kind in the 
United tSates, cllies in two-thirds of 
the slales have become intorested.

Aro Beads Made of Driod Roso Leaves — 
Can Bo Combined With Corals tp 
Make Exqulalte Nocklace 
Before the rose season closes the 
girl with a fondness for fragrance 
should make several strings of rose 
hands. These beads retain their per- 

fume and are beautiful. 
Collect fresh rose petals, run them 


they are pulpy. Catch the juloe and 
mix jt back each time. After thorough 
grinding the petals take two fron pans; 
spread the pulp evenly over the bot- 
toms of the pans and set them away in 
a cool place for twenty-four hours, 
until the pulp fs black on the one side. 
Then turn {$ over and let {t stay on 
that side until it is alsa black. Do not 
let {t stay too long in hot weather as 
it might sour a little. 

Put it through a grinder again and 
then {it is ready to form beads. Make 
the beads twice as large as you want 
them as they shrink. Fill a thimble 
full of pulp, then take this and roll 
around dn the palm of the hand or 
spoon unlil it is as round as you can 
make It. : 

Repeat this until you have beads 
formed. Then have someone to hold a 
hatpin, point up, and string the beads 
on the hat pin. Take small pioces of 
paper about an inch square. Put the 
bead on the pinpoint and then lake hold 
of the corners of tha paper and force 
the beads down the pin with the paper. 
leaving each boad on the pin, This 
avolds flattening the ends of the beads. 
Fill each pin ful, not letting the beads 
touch. 

It takes about three days to dry 
thoroughly. When they are perfectly 
hard and firm, slip them from the pin 
and shake and rub them gently In a 
oloth bag. This polishes them. A 
little soaking In olive oll improves the 
polish. Now wipe dry and string on 
heavy thread or cental floss with little 
gold, glass or coral beads between 
each rose bead, It takes about fifty 
beads for a small string,

Bporting Editor,— 

Sir,—Kindly allow me space tn the 
sporting columns of your paper to 
comment on an article written by Mr, 
J, K, Matheson, of. Calgary, which ap- 
peared in your paper recently, and 
which was a rather severe criticism of 
Fred Barter, president of the Dominion 
of Canada Football association. 

Ido not know Mr, Barter personally 
very well, having met him on only one 
ocoasion, but of the work he has 
done for association football in Canada 
I oan speak, and I believe in igiving 
honor to whom honor Is due, It Is 
easy for Mr, Matheson to find fault 
with another's work, and thus to Jn- 
re a good cause, but he must remem- 
yer the difficulties whloh surround a 
person who Is following a constructive 
policy and endeavoring to build well. 
Mr. Barter has done for football in Gan- 
ada that which will endure aud which 
will be remembered In soccer circles 
whenever the history of the game in 
Canada {s considered, 

It would be a mistake for me to at- 
tempt a semiatim reply to Mr, Mathe- 
bon's article. I will, therefore, state 
as concisely as possible what Mr. Barter 
and his associates have done for the 

ame and leave your readers to draw 
heir own conclusions. 

Prior to July, 1912, many futile at- 
tempts had been made to organize an 
all Canadian Football association.  Be- 
tween July 9 and 18, 1912, Fred Barter 
and Tom Robertson, with others from 
Ontario and Quebeo (after having nett! 
fled all provinolal football associations 
to send representatives), came to Win- 
nipeg, and with the assistance of delo- 
gates from the Manitoba Football asso- 


oiation, organized the Dominion of Ca- 
nada Football association. There were 
present. at this meeting duly appointed 
representatives from the three Provin- 
ces above named, and if my memory 
Berves me, the Alberta and Saskatche- 
wan associations recognized the meet- 
Ing by telagrams, the former telegraph- 
Ing to the effect that It was in sympa- 
thy with the movement, and authorized 
a proxy vote, and the latter to the effect 
that owing to the cyclone at Regina it 
was Impossible to arrange a meeting for 
the appointment of representatives.
